B* changes are coming to Allandale. 

Most of you have probably heard 
of CodeNEXT by now. For those who 
havent, CodeNEXT is the City of Aus- 
tin’s plan for a comprehensive rewrite of 
the existing land development code. This 
will be the first complete rewrite in more 
than 30 years and promises to dramatical- 
ly change the way Austin grows for years 
to come. 

The new code will change what can be 
built, where it can be built and what it 
can be used for. The city released a 1,100- 
page initial draft to the public early this 
year. However, we won't know with any 
certainty how the new code impacts 
Allandale until April 18, when the city 
releases the maps of their proposed imple- 
mentation. 


How does this effect Allandale? 

Allandale is growing and changing fast. 
The growth along Burnet Road isn’t stop- 
ping any time soon. Neighborhoods like 
ours stand to be most directly and imme- 
diately impacted when the city changes 
the rules of land develop- 
ment. 

One of the ANA’s core 
responsibilities is to preserve 
the essential character of our 
neighborhood. We all ended 
up here because there was 
something about Allandale 
that we loved. If 
CodeNEXT is going to 
change the way our neigh- 
borhood looks and feels, 
then we need to have a 
voice in the process. 


What is the ANA doing on this? 

Members of the ANA have been work- 
ing on this issue for years. Allan McMur- 
try, chair of the ANA Special Committee 
on the Land Development Code, has 
meticulously followed the city’s efforts on 
CodeNEXT for years leading up to this 
point. Todd Shaw, ANA Zoning Com- 
mittee Chair, and the rest of the Zoning 
Committee members have dedicated 
countless hours to this project. Between 
Allan and Todd, I think they may have 
actually read all 1,100 pages by now! 

We will be doing more in the coming 
months to raise awareness and help our 
neighbors understand the changes coming 
down the pike. We can always use more 
help. We also need to hear from our 
neighbors on what you like or dislike 
about the draft code. If you are interested 
in helping with land development issues 
or just want to give us some feedback, 
please contact me (marshall@centraltexa- 
slawyers.com), Allan (amccompany@aus- 
tin.rr.com), or Todd (todd@woodshaw.

ence evokes barbecue: a pile of wood out 
front, ordering at the counter, and eating 
at a table adorned with rolls of paper tow- 
els. However, instead of partaking of fret- 
ted-over briskets, you partake of fretted- 
over pizza. Unlike many barbecue joints, 
the restaurant is open, airy, and bright. 
DeSano follows the strict pie-making 
standards of the authentic Italian-sound- 
ing Associazione Verace Pizza Nepoletana 
when conjuring its Neapolitan pies. 
Impressively, nearly everything you order 
is from Italy: the flour, the sauce, the salt; 
all from Italy. Even the mozzarella is 
flown in weekly from the Campania 
region of Italy to Austin. As required, the 
medium crust pies are baked in enormous 
three-ton Italian pizza ovens. DeSano has 
four of these brick beasts that grace the 
back of the restaurant’s open kitchen, 
each one literally blessed by priest and 
bequeathed with its own name (San 
Felice, San Gennaro, San Paolino, and 
Sam Matteo). DeSano also makes meat- 
balls, calzones, and generous salads. For 
dessert, they offer biscotti, gelato, cannoli, 


and a Nutella dessert pizza. 

While there, an owner (who also owns 
Bob’s Steak and Chop House downtown) 
stopped in to chat and regale us with the 
list of ingredients he ships in from Italy. 
“We try to take you to Italy for 45 min- 
utes,” he said. Like the owner, the manag- 
er and staff were all friendly and easy- 
going. DeSano started in Nashville and 
has restaurants in Los Angeles and, soon, 
Charlotte. 

And the food? Quite delicious! The

chris, writer/drummer 
birds on 41st at red river 
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basil, garlic, scamorza, mozzarella di bufa- 
la, pecorino romano) is our favorite pizza 
with whole tomatoes dropping as deli- 
cious cherry bombs of flavor. And with 
four ovens, the food moves quickly from 
ordering to devouring. Italian wine is 
available on tap and by the bottle; Italian 
beer is available by the bottle; and, as a 
rare non-Italian offering, Coke products 
are available. One disappointment in the 
dining experience was drinking wine from 
plastic cups. I didn’t realize I was a snob 
about that until it happened (college was

BUG OFF! Assassin and 
Ambush Bugs 


Wizzie Brown 


A- and ambush bugs are preda- 
tors and are considered beneficial 
insects. They are generalists that attack a 
variety of caterpillars, flies, and other 
bugs. These predators either stalk their 
prey or wait to ambush prey when they 
come to a plant. Prey is stabbed with 


tube-like mouthparts, paralyzed with a 
toxin, and body fluids sucked up. 
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Looking for a dentist close to home? 
Shoal Creek Dental offers dentistry for the whole 
family, from cleanings and exams to natural looking 
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Assassin and ambush bugs have three 
segmented piercing-sucking mouthparts. 
These bugs come in a variety of colors 
with assassin bugs usually being darker in 
color than ambush bugs. Assassin bugs 
also have a more elongated head compared 
to ambush bugs. Ambush bugs have thick- 
ened front legs used to capture and hold 
prey. Immatures, or nymphs, look similar 
to the adults but do not have fully devel- 
oped wings. Eggs are usually deposited in 
masses and are cylindrical in shape. 

While most assassin bugs are beneficial, 
the kissing bug or cone-nose bug is con- 
sidered a pest. Kissing bugs feed on blood 
of mammals, including humans. 

For assassin bugs that are feeding on 
insects, control is not required. For more 
information on kissing bugs see this site 
https://kissingbug.tamu.edu/.

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Allandale Outside: 
Spring Has Sprung 


Ginger Soulé 


O! early hard freeze has morphed 
into an extended spring, and many 
of us have set out tomatoes, peppers and 
eggplant with protection from cold a few 
times. We may yet get a freeze near Eas- 
ter. The best indicator were past the last 
frost is when the pecan trees leaf out. 

But don’t forget these semi-tropicals don’t 
withstand temperatures below 45 degrees. 
Such exposure causes “lignification” of 
stems, which limits their ability to grow 
to full size. 

Some lawns that get fertilized in spring 
but not fall suffered damage from the pre- 
mature freeze. The best plan for lawn 
care is to fertilize with a slow release 
organic fertilizer in late September / early 
October and to only compost in the 
spring— now is a good time. The benefit 
of fall fertilization is that it allows the 
grass to make and store carbohydrates in 
the root system for protection against 


extreme cold and for helping to begin 
growing in spring. Do not use chemical 
fertilizers, especially not weed and feed, as 
high nitrogen preps encourage fungal 
growth in mid/late summer. Also, weed 
and feed doesn’t work with our southern 
growing schedule where weed sprouting 
prevention needs to occur in late January 
/early February and our soil is not warm 
enough for the beneficial entities of the 
soil-food-web to make nutrients available 
to plants. 

Not familiar with the soil-food-web 
concept? Thanks to soil science research, 
we now know that a healthy soil contains 
billions of beneficial bacteria, fungi, and 
other assorted microscopic entities essen- 
tial to healthy plant growth. Chemical 
fertilizers kill off these helpful entities and 
so work against plant health. The most 
significant is the symbiotic relationship 
between plant roots and the mychorizal 
fungi that penetrates the roots of plants, 
taking carbohydrates to survive. In turn, 
the mycelium filaments of the fungi 
extend many feet, and can thus reach 
minerals beyond the reach of the plant’s 


own root zone. They take in and process 
rock-based minerals (which plants cannot 
absorb directly), then inject them into the 
plant’s roots. Extensive soil science 
research has revealed this and it becomes 
really significant for human health. If 
vegetable plants can’t take up a full com- 
plement of minerals, they won't be avail- 
able for humans to consume. Roger Wil- 
liams, Ph.D., discoverer of vitamin B5 
(Pantothenic Acid) and founder of the 
bio-chemical research institute at UT 
Austin last century and others have 
shown there are 90 essential nutrients 
(including vitamins, minerals, amino 
acids, enzymes, co-enzymes, essential fatty 
acids, anti-oxidants, etc.) needed daily to 
stay healthy. The computer industry has 
the saying, garbage in/garbage out, but in 
vegetable growing and animal husbandry, 
it’s nothing in/nothing out. Further, 

the USDA in the mid-1900s tested major 
agricultural growing areas of the US and 
found them to be deficient of minerals. 
Thus with the right inputs, home vegeta- 
ble gardening can contribute significantly 
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Allandale Outside: Spring

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to good health. So enjoy some home 
grown vegetables this season. 

Last caution— even though caladium 
bulbs and plants are already available, our 
soil is still too cool to plant them right 
now. They are tropicals and moist cool 
soil causes their bulbs to rot. Bulbs can be 
started in pots and kept warm. Wait to 
set out plants ‘till around May 1. Happy 
gardening! #

Crime Stats 

Since the writing of the February news- 
letter there have been five burglary of resi- 
dences (BORs) and eight burglary of 
vehicles (BOVs). The BORs were on Chi- 
appero Trail, Hunt Trail, West Park Drive, 
Daugherty, and Woodview, and there was 
an attempted on 45th Street. The break- 
ins on Daugherty and Woodview were 
posted on the Allandale list-serv, and in 
the Daugherty case, the back door was 
kicked in. As mentioned on the list-serv, 
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three-inch screws in your strike plate can 
make the difference between having your 
door kicked in and a would-be perpetra- 
tor giving up because it’s too hard to do. 
Investigator Norman Bujanos has been 
assigned to several of the burglaries but 
was not immediately available before the 
writing of this article. Pll say more about 
these BORs in the June newsletter if 
Detective Bujanos indicates there is a pat- 
tern, if any arrests have been made, etc. 

The BOVs were on North Loop, Cas- 
cade, Ardath (NW Park), Daugherty, 
Burnet (three at the 5350 apartment 
building parking), and 2525 West Ander- 
son Lane (Walmart strip center). There- 
fore, there were only two that occurred 
on residential only streets. Money, com- 
puters, clothes or portable electronic 
devices were stolen in almost all of these 
cases which is a good reminder that it is 
critical to take with you or hide your 
purse or wallet, cell phone, GPS equip- 
ment, computer, and jacket when you 
park your car.
